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Remarks 



I. Introduction 

This is in response to the Office Action dated November 17, 2009. 



The Office Action objected to claims 1-15, 35, and 36 for containing informalities. 



In response, Applicants have amended claims 1-3, 6, 35, and 36. Claims 16-34 
were previously withdrawn. Claims 1-15, 35, and 36 remain for consideration. 

II. Claim Objections 

The Office Action objected to claims 1-15, 35 and 36 for containing informalities. 
Specifically, the Office Action states that “[t]he term ‘adapted to’ in claims 1-15, 35, and 
36 is indefinite because the specification does not clearly redefine the term. Language 
that suggests or makes optional but does not require steps to be performed or does not 
limit a claim to a particular structure does not limit the scope of a claim or claim 
limitation.” 



In response, Applicants have amended claims 1 , 2, 6, 35, and 36 to replace 
“adapted to change” with “changing.” Claim 35 has also been amended to replace 
“adapted to receive” with “receiving.” Claim 3 has been amended to replace “adapted to 
create” with “creating.” 

As described above, claims 1-15, 35, and 36 have been amended to overcome 
the objection to the claims. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of 
the objection to claims 1-15, 35, and 36. 

For the reasons discussed above, all independent claims are allowable over the 
cited art. All remaining dependent claims are dependent upon an allowable independent 
claim and are therefore also allowable. 
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III. No New Matter has Been Added 

The amendments to claims 1-3, 6, 35, and 36 do not add new matter. Support 
for these amendments can be found at least in Figure 8 and paragraphs [27], and [47]- 
[49] of the specification as originally filed. 

IV. Conclusion 

For the reasons discussed above, all pending claims are allowable over the cited 
art. Reconsideration and allowance of all claims is respectfully requested.
